CONFLICT AND CONFUSION 
From time to lime we Jnmcnt the fact 
that In this complex era there arc so many 
"Bray areas" tliai major decisions of na- 
tional and world policy often become pain- 
fully difficult. 

At such moments wc look longlnBly tO' ^ 
ward the "hard events" of the day, where 
the only task is to learn and act upon things 
that have occurred before somebody's eyes, 
They of course run the gamut from trivial 
pleasures to tragedy: 

Dolly B. wins the fifth at Hlaleah. J 
pangstcr taUcs the fifth in Washington bC' 
"fore the McClcllan committee. Two ships 
collide In the Atlantic. And so on. 

But are all these events quite so neat as 
they seem? 

Where accidents arc. concerned, the an- 
swer has to be "no." 

The cruise ship Bnnta Rosa collided with 
ft tanker off the U. 3. coast. Plain enough. 
Yet at the hearing on the matter, highly 
conflicting testimony was presented 
the respective positions and courses of ac- 
tion of the two vessels. 

The accident really did happen In a cer- 
tain way. But how do you extract the truth 
from such widely varying accounts? You 
can't spilt the difference, as house-senate 
conferees do in effort to reconcile opposing 
views on a major bill. 

The same problem arose at the time of 
the fatal collision in 1950 of the linefs An- 
drea Doria and Stockholm, which led to the 
Dorla'a sinking. A fully accurate picture of 
that disaster is still denied us by conflicts In 
the testimony of principals and witnesses. 

Then there was that plane crash in New 
York'a East river thb past February. 

Government Investigators do a remark- 
able Job In lerrctlng out the causes of ac- 
cidents In those Instances where planes 
crash without survivors. To bo able to ques- 
tion, as In this case, a surviving copilot, 
flight engineer and other witnesses is a 
windfall to be welcomed by any investigator. 

Yet the public hearing on the Feb. : 
Electra crash almost disintegrated In con- 
fusion and conflict. Even with two of the 
three men present who were in charge of 
the plane at the moment of disaster, no 
clear Image emerged. 

• If truth is this elusive in the realm of 
hard, physical events, how dare we complain 
that there Is so much gray In the compli- 
cated zones of policy? 

Apparently It's no tougher to decide be- 
tween five billion dollars or three billion 
dollars for foreign aid. than it is to deter- 
mine what a certain plane altimeter read at 
11:57 p.m. on the night of Feb. 3. 



BLUNDERIIUSS ECONOMY 

A" long prevalent economy approach in 
congress goes like this: "Whatever it Is, cut 
20 to'30 per cent olf it and that'll be just 
about right." 

Sometimes that is a perfectly sensible 
response, for some programs brought'~lo 
congress are loaded with water. But on oc- 
casion It Is Indiscriminate, destructive and. 
of all things, wasteful. 

It Is widely acknowledged that waste and 
duplication are common In government. 
Tlio whole purpose of tlie famous Hoover 
^ commission studies was to demonstrate 
where much of tills could be eliminated 
through streamlining and consolidation. 

The lawmakers' reaction to this effort was 
npt encouraging. Some Improvements rec- 
ommended by the commission were made. 
Many were not, and the proposals languish 
today. ■ - 

Meantime, congress Instead hacks away 
at many programs In a mechanical, auto- 
matic way, using what might be called the 
piecemeal theory of appropriation. The no- 
tion seems -to be: "Don't give anybody all 
he asks. Give him Just part. That'll itecp 
him going, it's fair, and It'll save." 

The truth Is the piecemeal approach may 
accomplish nothing except to keep certain 
programs going endlessly. 

An example -Is the highway program, 
orlKlnallVBtnmg nut to ima nrirt nn^ thTr-,t.
